Twenty-six associations 
have buildings valued at Sl.WO.OOO, and (here 
are building funds in addition, secured for 
proposed buildings, amounting to £133,403. 
.rhe sum of £>59,G54 \vas spent last year by 
these associations for current expenses, anil 
of tills amount forty-lhree per cent, came from 
memberships and income from buildings. 


One hundred aud thirty-six men arc giving 


tileir whole time to the work, as paid "secre- 
taries and physical directors. In addition lo 
OM hundred and tKentri.vouugnien'stncetings 
and ninety-one Bible classes each week a large 
number 
of educational and 
gymnasium 


classes r,re held, and hundreds of lectures aud 
entertainments given. The association li- 
brariescontain 31,OK) volumes. In fifty-one 
associations work for boys \i also carried on. 
thirteen hundred young men professed con- 
version during tho last year. 


The work as a whole is in good condition 


throughout both slate, and increased expen- 
ditures at nearly every point indicate increased 
interest in this special lino of work for the 
moral, physical and mental upbuilding of 
young men. The supervision and extension 
of the work for young men and roys is dele- 
gated to the ata,te executive committee.
